Too many early turkeys are sent 
off to market and the later and im m a­ 
ture stock kept for breeding purpos­ 
es. The turkeys should be compelled 
to sleep in trees all w inter and not 
he allowed to feed with the chickens 
especially if chickens are fed on coni 
alone. Set the eggs under a turkey 
and never under a chicken. Then tu n i 
her out and do not feed for at least 
two months. 


Heredity is the greatest factor in 
making hens lay and also in rearing 
chickens. If your little chicken# 
is 
horn to live you can feed it anything. 
It will even survive hard boiled egg. 
Do not 
fed at all 
for the first 
48 
hours then the safest and best feed 
is a good chi^k feed. Animal protein
